Easter Reflection 

Upon our retirement from practice, our children 
surprised us with a trip to Rome. We knew this 
thoughtful and loving gift would be enjoyed, but 
we did not know how wonderful this spiritual 
adventure would be. 

The day after we received a “pilgrimage 
blessing” from Fr Mark, we flew to Rome via 
Denver and Frankfort, Germany. The first few 
days, we saw Rome and some of the 
surrounding areas (Assisi, Orvieto, Florence, 
and the summer residence of the Pope) through 
guided tours. Then we saw Rome on our own. 
The essence that made our trip very spiritual 
came through a slower, unguided pace—we 


We saw the Holy Father three times. Praying 
with thousands of other pilgrims may sound 
distant and cold, but we felt a strong sense of 
togetherness, along with a strong feeling of 
holiness. 

We walked many miles, stopping here and there 
for gelato (Italian ice cream) and every couple 
of blocks to visit another church or basilica. We 
saw the treasures each one held—not just the 
faith-filled art (which was unbelievably 
inspiring), but also their precious relics and 
another chance to visit Our Lord. 

Most mornings, we went to Mass (in Italian). 
We saw the corporal of the miracle of the 
Eucharist held in the town of Orvieto. We 
prayed in the little church that St Francis built in 
the town of Assisi and said the Liturgy of the 
Hours with monks at the Church of the Holy 
Cross in Rome. Fr Steve Biegler gave us a tour 
of the Pontifical North American College and 
introduced us to seminarians from the United 
States. Adoration, benediction, and the 
sacrament of reconciliation were all part of our 
pilgrimage. We saw so many and experienced 
so many holy things. We must have had lots of 
prayers coming our way-the pilgrimage 
blessing of Fr Mark was power-packed. 

And our trip did not end in Rome...it followed 
us back to the United States. Ask us about it. 
We would love to tell you.

Scripture 

> And they were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit (Acts 2:4)

Reflection 

> Are you aware of the presence of 
the Holy Spirit? 

The Spirit alone guides us to the Son and 
draws us to the Father. Indeed, “the Spirit 
bears witness with our spirit that we are 
sons of God” (Romans 8:16). ... Praying 
means allowing the Spirit to instruct us; the 
Spirit allows us to understand and taste the 
things of God. He gives us, in particular, 
an understanding of God’s plan; he brings 
us into the ways of God. The Spirit gives 
us this important discernment, this gift of 
wisdom, which allows us to discern what is 
according to God’s will in such a way as to 
bring it to bear on our practical decisions 
and to establish a hierarchy of values and 
order our occupations, not according to 
human wisdom and prudence, but also to 
the folly of the cross and the inspiration of 
the Gospel. ... The Spirit gives us a sense 
of spiritual things and a just hierarchy of 
values to be found there. (Jean Cardinal
